nes■^ in the thinking of many people, including Gov. Nor- 
bert Tiemann 
Probably very few jx-ople would agree with all Greg- 
qnry's words and we would be with them However you cut 
it 
Gregory spoke disparagingly of the American flag and 
advanced a militancy in civil rights matters that fails to 
serve the cause of justice. 
We do not subscribe to great protestations of national 
lo>alty. on the theory that your life should serve as an ade* 
qiiate example of your patriotism. If you have to go about 
selling everyone on how patriotic vou are, chances are it 
is something vou mouth hut fail to practice. 
★ 
.lust the same, the .American flag is a symbol of our 
nation and should be treated with respect. It is wrong to 
wear it as a shirt but it is wrong, too, to trample it underfoot 
as Gregory did. 
We believe the Negro militant is wrong, too, because 
the problems of that race can never be solved through 
force. Improved education and broader opportunity are the 
keys to true freedom on the part of all minority groups. 
We are not ignorant of those things which encourage 
militancy on the part of some Negroes and we are fully 
aware that the white race is responsible for these things. We 
ran understand the militant .Negro quite easily but simply 
do not condone him. 
For one thing, militancy faii.s to recognize a widespread 
lack of iifHers:an» bng on the part of vast numbers of 
people of all raf t s. This militancy encourages the extremism 
and violeiue that 
are the expected product of a dor­ 
mant mind and there are many of these in both the Negro 
and white race. 
★ 
The ignorant might be excused in their extremism but 
men such as Gregory should know better, should be forces 
of moderation and intelligent leadership. Gregory once was 
but seems to have changed. 
Hut what about others in this now celebrated case? They 
are ignoring those things Gregory .said that were true, that 
were an indictment of those to whom they were appli­ 
cable. 
Gregory was telling us that It is wrong to salute the 
flag and then tail to vote; wrong to sing “The Star Spangled 
lUiimer” and then slander your neighbor; wrong to march 
in a militarv parade and then discriminate against your 
fellow rltizens; wrong to extol your nation’s virtues and 
(hen hate another human being; wrong to subscribe to law 
and order and then commit violence against the person of 
another; wrong to espouse the cause of justice and then 
abuse Its universal application; wrong to uphold integrity 
and then cheat and lie to achieve your goals; wrong to speak 
of equal opportunity and then to extend it on a limited basis. 
★ 
What Gregory was telling us was that the flag as a sym­ 
bol lo.ses all meaning when the principles for which it stands 
are not applied in the daily circumstances of life. What you 
say, to use an often stated phrase, is not so important as 
what you do. 
Unfortunately, in his choice of words and his effort to 
dramatize his remarks, Gregory all but destroyed the es- 
.sence of what he had to say. And then, some have gone 
further and attacked even the idea that Gregory appeared 
on the University of Nebraska campus. 
Governor Tiemann defended his appearance but has ques­ 
tioned at least the propriety if not the right of faculty mem­ 
bers who might have stood and applauded Gregory. But is 
such action not their right, even though we may disagree 
with it? And is it not possible that those applauding did .so 
from an understanding that would have been applauded by 
all who shared it? 
.lust as disturbing as Gregory’s words are the lack of an 
honest search for his meaning and the clear threat to faculty 
members for their exercise of free thought and free expres­ 
sion.

Department’s charming little 
“ Pocket Guide to Vietnam.” 
No .soldier or carefree tour­ 
ist bound for that enchanting 
land should be without one. 
'rho first chapter is en­ 
titled 
“Opportunity 
Unlim­ 
ited.” While it admits that 
“ the dangers of ambush and 
raid will make sightseeing 
impossible in some places.” 
it goes on to say that “you

deep-sea 
fishing 
from the (luiet beaches of the 
South China Sea or a hunt­ 
ing expedition on the

plateaus inland.” 
As you might expect, the 
Defense Department pe g s 
Vietnam as “ a study in con­ 
trast.” (Was there ever a 
travel book which did NOT 
describe the country to be 
visited as one of contrasts? 
I doubt it.) .Among the con­ 
trasts the DOD offers us is 
this: “ Fragile girls in color­ 
ful ao dai costumes strolling 
gracefully along city boule­ 
vards: loin-clothed tribesmen 
with ivory plugs in their ear 
lobes trotting along forest 
trails.”

NRA Suffers A Defeat 


The announcement that the Army will 
not hold the 19 68 national rifle matches at 
Camp Perry. Ohio, is cheering news to 
supporters of gun control legislation. By 
holding the matches at Camp F’erry, the 
U.S. .Army was, in effect, subsidizing the 
National Rifle .Association, chief opponent 
of gun controls. 
Now this subsidy is gone, at least tem­ 
porarily, at a savings of about $1.1 mil­ 
lion. 
The whole giin-control controversy has 
been perplexing to the Republican party. 
It is the Republicans who shout the loudest 
about “crime in the street,” and yet it is the 
Republicans who most strongly oppose gun 
controls, .Almost by definition, gun controls 
are crime controls, but opposition remains. 
President Johnson has said, “ Talking 
about morality, speaking about crime, de­ 
ploring the conditions cannot get the job 
done. The time is here and now to stand up 
and vote against crime.” 


Sen. Roman Hru.ska of Nebraska has 
sponsored a watered-down gun-control bill, 
imposing restrictions on handguns only. 
The Los Angeles Times said t h a t when 
asked why he is 
o ppo s e d to applying 
the gun sale curbs to rifles and shotguns, 
Hruska said. “ Because it would impose a 
lot of hardship and red tape on sports­ 
men.” 
President Johnson, however, has asked, 
” . . . who would measure inconvenience 
against the personal safety and security 
of thousands of American citizens?” 
The President clearly has an edge in 
the argument as it now stands. Gun con­ 
trols won’t affect the legitimate sports­ 
man, Nor will they cause our defense pos­ 
ture to deteriorate. The day of the min- 
uteman is past. And with the Army’s with­ 
drawal from the Camp Perry setup, per­ 
haps the day of the National Rifle .As­ 
sociation is past, too. 


Presidential Primaries Lacking 


Discussion continues around the favor- 
ite-son candidacy of Nebraska’s Sen. Ro­ 
man Hruska in the 19 68 primary. If the can­ 
didacy becomes reality, it will make a kind 
of farce out of that primary, billed as an 
ail-star affair. 
The real fact is that the all-star pri­ 
mary leaves a lot to be desired, too. but it 
probably should prevail in the light of its 


tion. It ties a delegation up and frec.s 
those in control to swing delegation votes 
as the situation demands. 
. 
Probably the best system would be to 
elect totally uncommitted delegates who 
could go to the national convention and 
vote their convictions. The all-star primary 
system is simply a popularity contest that 
tends to become meaningless as the number 
enactment by the Legislature. A favorite- 
of candidates entered in the contest grows. 
son drive destroys the all-star concept by 
injecting a factor that puts everything 
out of balance. 
Many voters will cast their ballot for 
the favorite son, making it no contest 
among candidates seriously interested in 
the party’s presidential nomination on a 
national scale. The favorite-son device is 
merely a means of serving the ends of po­ 
litical maneuvering in the national conven- 


Our entire presidential nominating and 
electing process leaves a lot to be desired 
but no one has yet been able to come up 
with an acceptable substitute. Probably the 
weakest thing of all is the favorite-son 
technique which removes the nominating 
process as far as possible from the aver­ 
age citizen and places it in the smoke- 
filled rooms scattered throughout the na­ 
tional convention city. 
I would have guessed that 
most of them lived in Buenos 
Aires.

Returning home in 1919 af­ 
ter a considerable stay in 
London, Francis said in an 
interview that he gave Bol­ 
shevism only a few weeks or 
months before the Russian 
people, with their patriotism 
and good sense, would rise 
and wipe it out. He told the 
reporters that Leon Trotsky 
had tried to scare him but, 
being a Missourian by adop­ 
tion and a Kentuckian by 
birth, he didn’t scare worth 
a cent. 
That was America’s age of 
Innocent which went on for 
an unconscionable time. On 
the 50th anniversary of the 
Soviet Revolution, the con­ 
trast with those da ys of 
.America’s Innocent isolation 
could hardly he sharper. 


Despite diplomatic ameni­ 
ties and solemn declarations 
of the desire for coexistence, 
the two giants face each 
other across a great divide 
of hostility and suspicion. In 
the nuclear arms race and 
in the back-alley war of es­ 
pionage 
a n d 
.subversion, 
Americans and Russians on 
each side of the divide are 
engaged in platoons a n d 
whole divisions in silent and 
yet nonetheless lethal war­ 
fare. 
In the headlines the back- 
alley war often gets a bigger 


play than the infinitely more 
serious contest over missiles 
and anti-missiles. Symptom­ 
atic of the tension was Mos­ 
cow’s reaction to Svetlana 
Alliluyeva’.s decision to seek 
asylum in the United States 
and publish h e r memoirs 
here. The Kremlin saw this 
as a plot engineered by the 
(MA to bring about the de­ 
fection of Stalln’.s daughter, 
with the timing intended to 
cause the utmost embarrass­ 
ment during the anniversary 
celebration. 
So far as can be deter­ 
mined, the Cl.A had nothing 
to do with Svetlana’s wan­ 
dering 
into the 
American 
embassy in New Delhi re­ 
questing to be allowed to 
come to this country. The 
thrust of her often confused 
and melancholy memoir was 
not intentionally anti-Soviet. 
It did reveal 
how complete­ 
ly the life of the fop rulers 
was divorced from that of 
the common people, and this 
revelation cannot have been 
a happy one for a society 
ba.sed on the theory of so­ 
cialist equality.

Anonymous House Vote Nixes Meat Bill; 


Busy Lobbyists 
Use Every Trade Trick 


WASHl NGTON-Cfingress- 
men who were pushing a 
strict 
meat inspection bill 
could have won their battle 
for the housewives if they 
hadn’t observed the rules of 
“The Club.” 
Shortly before the vote on 
the pro-housewives meat in­ 
spection bill, Chairman Wil­ 
liam Poage, D-Tex., of the 
House .Agriculture Commit­ 
tee. confided to Reps. Neal 
Smith, D-Iowa, and Thomas 
Foley. D-Wash., that Blaine 
Liljenquist of the Western 
States 
Meat 
Packers 
had 
sent a letter raising cam-

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paign funds for congressmen 
who favored the meal pack­ 
ers by limiting inspection of 
meat 
in 
intrastate 
com­ 
merce. 
Poage got word of the let­ 
ter, knew that every con­ 
gressman would have to vote 
against the lobby and for a 
tough meat inspection bill if 
it 
became 
public. 
So 
he 
called in Smith and Foley, 
talked to them in “strict 
confidence.” 
They respected the rules 
of “The Club” and said noth­ 
ing. Had they tipped off the 
press to Liljenquist’s brazen 
campaign funds tactics, pub­ 
lic reaction would have been 
so strong that the tougher 
meat 
packing 
bill 
would 
have passed the House over­ 
whelmingly. As it was, it 
was defeated by a non-re- 
corded 140-to-9 8 teller vote. 


It was no surprise that

y ou are missing four to the 
q ueen, the best method of 
play is to cash the A-K rath­ 
er than finesse ag ainst the 
q ueen. Barring special cir­ 
cumstances, that is how y ou 
will fare best in most hands. 
In the present case, South, 
in six spades, is faced with 
the possibility of losing a 
club and a spade. The q ues­ 
tion is how to play the hand 
so as to g ive himself the 
best chance of making t h e 
contract. 
Declarer sees that there is 
no g ood reason to play the 
trumps abnormally and that 
he will therefore lose a spade 
trick if it develops that eith­ 
er opponent was dealt three 
to the q ueen. His thoug hts 
a r e conseq uently directed 
chiefly to the problem of es­ 
caping a club loser. 


If he times his play s prop­ 
erly , South can accomplish 
this g oal. His aim is to set 
up an ex tra diamond trick 
in dummy to take care of 
his club loser. He wins the 
h e a r t lead with the ace. 
play s a diamond to the ace 
and ruffs a diamond. 
He then cashes the K-A of 
spades, learning in t h e pro­ 
cess that h^ast has a trump 
trick coming . Nex t be cashes 
the king of diamonds, dis­ 
carding a club, and ruffs 
another diamond, thus estab­ 
lishing the nine as a trick. 
Now he trumps a h e a r t 
with the jack and leads the 
nine of diamonds, discarding 
the eig ht of clubs. It docs 
not matter whether or not 
East ruffs the diamond—the 
only trick South loses is a 
trump.

New York (B—The sale of 
m ot or 
vehicle registration 
lists by the 
sta tes supplies 
one of the 
nation's largest 
reservoirs 
of 
n a m e s 
for 
“ junk” m a i l e r s , an Asso­ 
ciated Press survey 
showed 
Tuesday. 
One firm, R. L. Polk & Co. 
of Detroit, Is practically t h e 
only customer for the lists, 
and It buys them for prices 
ranging from $70,000 in New 
York to $8 In West Virginia. 
Some states apparently just 
give them away. 
No Statements 
Polk is a privately ow n e d 
firm and doesn’t make public 
financial statements. It won’t 
sa y how much it pays for the 
lists, or how much it makes 
on t h e m , 
but the 
survey 
showed it gets the bulk of 9 5 
million names and addresses 
for not much more than $500,- 
000. 
Polk has several uses f or 


the lists, but one Is for resale 
to direct mail advertisers — 
the firms which send you the 
“ come-on” flysheets and ad- 
verilsements 
f o r 
products 
your auto 
registration 
indi­ 
ca tes you might be Interested 
In. 
While the states are indi­ 
rectly adding to the flood of
